Bucket brigades bring trout to Tahquamenon River

Bucket brigades, where 
firefighters pass buckets of 
water along a human chain, 
were an important method 
of fighting fires before 
hand-pumped fire engines 
were invented. While its 
usefulness for firefighting 
has long disappeared, the 
technique is still valuable in 
some situations, such as 
stocking brown trout in the 
Tahquamenon River. 

The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
normally stocks fish at boat 
launches, but the Tahqua- 
menon River between the 
Upper and Lower Falls is 
only accessible by a 116-step 
staircase from the walking 
path to the river’s edge. The 
best way to get 4,000 brown 
trout from the stocking 
truck to the river is by 
bucket brigade. 

“The DNR has stocked 
brown trout in the Tahqua- 
menon River at Tahqua-

SHOULD I BUY 
OR SELL FIRST? 


PART 1 OF 2 


For homeowners aiming 
to sell their home and buy 
another, it's the classic real 
estate, which came first, 
the chicken or the egg, 
question -- buy or sell first? 

If you sell first, you may 
find yourself under a tight 
deadline to find another 
house, or be forced in tem- 
porary quarters. If you buy 
first, you may be saddled 
with two mortgage pay- 
ments for at least a couple 
months. You may need the 
money from the sale of 
your original home in 
order to pre-qualify for a 
loan for your new home. 
You may be facing a job re- 
location and need to sell 
quickly. 

There are many vari- 
ables involved; there is no 
universal correct answer. It 
basically comes down to 
your specific circum- 
stances. 

Dan Gregor, a Realtor in 
Pickerington, Ohio, says 
there is generally less pres- 
sure when you sell first. 

"It really comes down to 
risk," Gregor said. "It's 
whether you want the risk 
of owning two houses, or 
possibly none at all." 

Gregor says that if you 
have the money to make 
two mortgage payments, 
the pressure is off. But if 
you need to sell your house 
in order to qualify for a 
loan, then you have no 
choice -- you'll have to sell 


first. 


"You can write contin- 
gent contracts, but if you 
really want the home, you'll 
pay a premium -- that's if 
the seller will even enter- 
tain a contingent offer," he 
says. 

And if you go ahead with 
a contingent offer, then you 
may end up settling for less 
for the house you're selling 
in an effort to get it sold 
quickly. 

Gregor says for most peo- 
ple, the stress level is lower 
when you sell first. 

"You have time to get pre- 
approved for your mort- 
gage and see all the 
housing options in the 
price range you'd like to 
buy," he said. 

When your selling house 
is in contract, he suggests 
you pick the three best 
homes of those you've 
viewed and prepare to 
make an offer on the one 
that best meets your needs. 

"The absolute worst that 
can happen is the right 
home isn't available," Gre- 
gor said. "You end up ina 
short-term rental with the 
cash in your pocket and 
pre-approved financing for 
the balance you need. So 
you look like a cash buyer 
when you make an offer on 
the home you finally decide 
on."

Keys in talent develop- 
ment are recruiting and se- 
lecting a great candidate for 
a position and then, of 
course, developing and 
helping that person do 
her/his best work, and bea 
great team member. 

In this article we focus on 
the first key, i.e., hiring an 
outstanding person. 

We all know that in 
today’s world here in North- 
ern Michigan, and ina 
great many other areas of 
the U.S., there seem to be 
more jobs than candidates,

and this is a huge challenge. 

Attitude, character, and 
qualities are vitally impor- 
tant. We want a person who 
genuinely wants to do great 
work, has fire in her/his 
belly, and who can bea 
treasured member of a win- 
ning team. A person has to 
“want it,” be willing to work 
hard, and be a good team- 
mate. 

How can we judge atti- 
tude? We must rely on our 
instinct! 

One of the best hires I 
made was because I was so 


impressed with a young per- 
son who walked fast, actu- 
ally very fast, and witha 
purpose, and when we were 
seated, was always leaning 
in and was interested. 

We want a person with 
humility, ideally coupled 
with inner-confidence, com- 
fortable eye contact, giving 
full attention, listening at- 
tentively, asking good ques- 
tions, and being “likeable,” 
e.g., a genuine smile and 
seemingly relaxed. 

We have to rely heavily 
on our instinct to judge 
character! We can sense 
that a person is honest, has 
integrity, is caring, is an ad- 
mirable citizen, and leads a 
good life. 

Let’s think about the 
qualities we want in the 
candidate we select. Surely, 
we want the person to have: 

Humility — Wanting to al- 
ways improve, to grow and 
to be collaborative 

Empathy — Have good re- 
lationships with teammates 
and be encouraging, help- 


ful, and caring towards 
them 

A Positive Attitude — Gen- 
uinely rooting for team 
members, offering help, and 
contributing ideas about 
how we all may be better 
than before 

Quiet Confidence — To ac- 
cept responsibility and be 
accountable. Good people 
want to be accountable 

Attentive Listening Skills 
— Listening may be our most 
important skill in business 
(and in life), and listening 
with care is key to relation- 
ships 

Readiness to Ask Ques- 
tions — To learn: What is 
needed?, What success 
looks like?, What do others 
think?, and How can we im- 
prove? 

While a candidate’s 
knowledge and experience 
are important, a person 
with the right attitude and 
character can be taught and 
will learn quickly. 

Think of a candidate as a 
person, not a position. Envi-

It is usually wise to in- 
clude our team members in 
on the interviewing process.

Rep. Borton: Big budget surplus will 
make tax relief possible 


State Rep. Ken Borton, 
who serves on the House 
Appropriations Committee, 
today voted in favor of a 
comprehensive state budget 
that supports schools, 
roads, police, and more 
while maintaining a sur- 
plus to enable possible tax 
relief. 

The plan will fund state 
government for fiscal year 
2023, which begins Oct. 1 of 
this year, while saving bil- 
lions of dollars for possible 
tax relief. 

“After paying for essen- 
tial government services, 
Michigan’s budget is better 
than balanced — we’re run- 
ning a big surplus,” said 
Borton, R-Gaylord. “These 
extra resources should not 
be hoarded by the state or 
spent on needless new pro- 
grams. Instead, we should 
provide Michigan taxpay- 
ers well-deserved tax re- 
lief.” 

Highlights of the plan in- 
clude: 

Saving taxpayer dollars: 
Strategic investment, sav- 
ing, and debt reduction in 
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the budget will conserve re- 
sources entrusted to the 
state by Michigan resi- 
dents. The plan preserves 
billions of dollars that can 
be used to offset relief for 
Michigan taxpayers. Al- 
ready this year, the Legisla- 
ture has approved multiple 
bipartisan tax relief plans 
—a gas tax pause and two 
proposals for income tax re- 
lief — but the governor ve- 
toed all three efforts. A $180 
million deposit will bring 
the balance of the state’s 
“rainy-day fund” above $1.5 
billion. The plan puts down 
a total of roughly $2.6 bil- 
lion to reduce the debt of 
public retirement systems, 
including for local govern- 
ment employees, educators 
and school staff, and the 
Michigan State Police. 
Educating students: The 
school aid budget allocates 
a record $19.6 billion to sup- 
port education for Michi- 
gan students. After last 
year’s budget provided 
schools with equal per- 
pupil foundation allowance 
funding for the first time, 


the new plan increases the 
amount of each grant from 
$8,700 per student to $9,150. 
The Great Start Readiness 
Program for at-risk 
preschoolers will also re- 
ceive $9,150 per child. In- 
creased investments will 
support special education, 
bringing the total to $1.92 
billion, and additional help 
for at-risk students, a total 
of $747.5 million. Keeping 
students safe remains a top 
priority, with $168 million 
for school safety grants and 
$25 million for school re- 
source officers. Other funds 
will help support student 
mental health. 

Fixing roads: Borton, 
who serves as majority vice 
chair for the House Appro- 
priations Subcommittee on 
Transportation, said the 
plan continues to repair 
roads and bridges in Michi- 
gan, building on a $4.7 bil- 
lion plan passed in March, 
which funded roads, 
bridges, dams, broadband 
equipment, and other infra- 
structure.

On top of regular police 
funding, additional support 
for state and local law en- 
forcement will help officers 
protect people throughout 
Michigan and form rela- 
tionships in the communi- 
ties they serve. The budget 
provides $30 million to help 
meet critical staffing needs 
in public safety depart- 
ments with funding for po- 
lice officer academies, 
scholarships, and cadet 
salaries. To help bring law 
enforcement and commu- 
nity members together, $16 
million will support com- 
munity policing initiatives, 
and $7.5 million will repli- 
cate Detroit’s successful Po- 
lice Athletic League in 
other communities, helping 
foster relationships be- 
tween police and local resi- 
dents. Further resources 
will help pay for upgrades 
to equipment, such as com- 
munication towers. 

The budget, contained in 
House Bill 5783 and Senate 
Bill 845, now advances to 
the governor, who is ex- 
pected to approve it.
